Just last year, Barbara Hartle broke with the Party, left her high Party 
post in the Pacific Northwest, and gave this crisp, modernized version of the 

Party line on youth: 

"The Communist Party attaches a special importance to youth because they 
sav that when young people join the party and learn Marxism and Leninism that 
they^m have more enthusiasm and more energy to give the party than when a 
middle-aged or older person is recruited. . . " 

For a time, the recruitment of youth was noisily handled by the campus- 
ranting Young Communist League. The same job was done later by the Americ 
Youth for Democracy. In 1948. to achieve a stronger. * r0 *? er 
tightly to the Communist name, there emerged two organizations^ ^eLabor 
j Youth League and the Young Progressives of America.

The great flaw of the Labor Youth League program in the past, he warned, 
"has been the failure to develop a popular, mass program or education aw the 
oornerstone of all its activities." In other words, LYL was told to present 
a united front with young people, officially Communist or not. Wofsky also 
set a special goal within the big goal: "a united Negro youth movement." 


Nowhere has the united front drive been more apparent or more threaten- 
ing than in the publication which is a chief instrument of the Party line 
among the young people of America. 


Originally, the LYL's publication was entitled "Challenge." Along the 
the decision apparently was made to disassociate "Challenge" from the 
LYL. Out came a monthly newspaper entitled "New Challenge. " No mention of 
the LYL was made in the masthead as the paper* 8 controlling force. 


But a close eye was kept on the paper's operation. In the 1953 t;£ 4 Re- 
port of the Un-American Activities Commission of the State of Ohio. yjtew 
Challenge." was identified as "the LYL's publication." * i\ T 


Still, the paper was a generally humorless, drab and grim counterpart 
of the "Daily Worker." Its appeal to youth in general would be questionable 
by any publishing standards. 


Now all that has changed . "New Challenge," indeed, has a new look. And 
it is a flashy, attractive new look. A new look that could be a big step 
forward in accomplishing the Party line's aims among the young people of this 
country. "New Challenge," now, is the sort of magazine your son or daughter 
might pick up— and read, and maybe heed. 

First off. "New Challenge" has adopted the smartest and most “popular of 
the new magazine formats , the 4* x 5|, pocket size that has proved such a 
success on the nation's newsstands. Published monthly by New Challenge Publi- 
shers. 673 Broadway. N.Y.C. . it costs 150 a copy. The name. "New Challenge," 
is in crisp, bright letters and the cover picture is aimed at catching eyes. 
Cover lines also lure readers with skillfully aimed story titles. The last 
issue has a cover of marching soldiers and announcement of an article on 
Universal Military Training. Also on the cover there is announced an article 
entitled "School or Jungle?" In smother issue there is one called "Teen- 
Agers: Public Enemy or Public Victim?" and another entitled "Behind 'Battle 

of the Sexes.'" The December issue features "Is Wedlock a Padlock?" The 
titles are catchy, the cover is catchy. That's the idea, to catch! 

And inside, the articles and features do just that — grab at and possibly 
catch the youthful reader on some point of the Party line. Negro youth par- 
ticularly is patronized as are the young people of other "minorities." One 
article, for instance, is called "He was the First Jewish Major Leaguer." 

The appeal is clear: ordinary youth publications aren't cynical enough to 
exploit racial issues this way. ' "New Challenge" is. But for many young 
people, this approach might score. 
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Every course is steered to find a path for interesting youth in the 
Marxist , "scientiixu approach to life and love and even sports* From in- 
terest, some day, could spring actual Party affiliation. -But, at least, 

"New Challenge," If *111 establish a climate of thought among young 

people — a climate to Communism's liking. 

Here are some of the vouth lines set by "New Challenge ": opposition to 

"McCarthyism" ; enactment of more extensive government job programs; defeat of 
military training measures; opposition to any military service; interest of 
young people in union activity; opposition to "old order” thinking by united 
youth groups; opposition to "warlike” attitudes toward the Soviet. 

"New Challenge" thus, is one of the slickest lures yet offered to 
American youth. The casual reader hardly could be expected to know who is 
putting it out. Yet, here are the staffers listed on its masthead.

Others on the masthead are I^ofraine^ Hansberry and Jack^ Starj^. In 1952 ^ 
Hansberry was listed in the "Daily Worker, ^'asTt*trtrtre<r at | 'forum activity 
of the Communist Jefferson School. When the Frederick Douglas Educational 
Center was opened to serve as a sort of Jefferson School for Harlem, Lorraine 
Hansberry was listed as an instructor. Later, she was listed as giving a 
course there on "Public Speaking for Progressives." Just last year she was 
listed as a featured participant in Decoration Day festivities at Camp Unity, 
one of the most popular of Party summer camps. She also was a delegate to 
the Party-line Inter-American Peace Conference in 1952. She was then asso- 
ciate editor of Paul Robeson’s own publication, "Freedom." 
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Jack Stark seemingly has lived a less public life, but his written words 
speak loudly.~ In a 1952 article, in the former "New Challenge," he went right 
down the line for the Red Chinese charges of germ warfare in Korea. In an- 
other article he pulled out all stops in a piece entitled "Stalin — Fighter 
for Freedom at 15." He also has chronicled the affairs of the Labor Youth 
League in its former publication. — — — 

To fully round out the picture of this new threat, note the firm that 
prints the magazine each month. It is the Prompt Press, 113 Fourth Ave. , N.Y. 
In 1942, Attorney General Francis Biddle characterized Prompt Press this way. 
It is he said, "reliably known to be owned by the Communist Party." Two 
other* clients of Prompt Press are "Folitical Affairs" and "Masses & Mainstream" 
- both official Communist Party publications. 

What You Can Do To Combat Communism : Be sure that all youth organiza- 

tions in your town are alerted to the background of the slicked— up New 
Challenge". Organizations that push the magazine should be asked if they 
sanction this background. If there has been concern in your town over ob- 
jectionable "comic" books or action to remove them from newsstands, there 
might be similar concern over "New Challenge." Schools should be alerted to 
"New Challenge" so teachers will know, if it shows up in school, just what 
it represents.
